The Dutch Iris is very similar 
to the Spanish varieties. In the 
southern climate they are consid¬ 
ered more hardy. Bulbs of these 
should be planted during the fall 
and winter months when they are 
available in great variety of 
colors. Plant them about two 
and one-half inches deep and 3 
of 4 inches apart. Popular var¬ 
ieties include Imperator, a light 
blue; Therese Schwartz, lavender 
white; David Harring, a large 
white; Yellow ueen, which is a 
beautiful golden yellow and an 
early variety; Hart Nibbrig, a 
brilliant deep blue and many 
others in this class, that are ex¬ 
cellent for commercial growing or 
for garden purposes.

Many 
folks* who had come to Sierra 
Madre because of its cultural ad¬ 
vantages and associations helped 
to finance the start of the Art 
League but the depression was 
on and funds in most homes were 
low. 

Yet ninety-three persons ap¬ 
plied for instruction when free 
classes wore offered. And the in¬ 
structors were Hawxhurst, James 
Alfred Dewey, Payton Ames and 
Vernon Morse, men whose pic¬ 
tures used to sell in three and 
four figures, but whose canvasses 
now were, like these of all other 
artists, gathering dust on the 
walls.

The projects were submitted by 
the City Council to Federal of¬ 
ficials last week after extensive 
conferences with government ex¬ 
ecutives the prospects of early 
approval are said to be excellent. 
Government supervisors and in¬ 
spectors who have gone into the 
proposals with great care say 
that they offer the opportunity 
high officials have been seeking 
to expand Federal aid into realms 
outside the usual lines of manual 
labor. 

Cultural projects have been en¬ 
tirely missing in all proposals 
offered for government aid this 
year. Architects and engineers 
have been given an opportunity 
for employment incidentally to 
the water, highway and similar 
projects but no requests for di¬ 
rect aid to cultural development 
has been asked in the entire 
country. 

Consequently the Sierra Madre 
projects have met with excep¬ 
tional favor, according to word 
received here. The projects; 
evolved here are expected to give 
impetus to similar work in other 
cities throughout the United 1 
States and open the way for the 
government to extend its jiid to 
a class of citizens who have been 
sorely hit by the depression.

they started the music league it 
quickly jumped into weekly 
classes in elementary theory, 
musical appreciation, song inter¬ 
pretation, musical dramatics, 
piano, orchestra, chorus, history 
of music, musical composition 
and arranging. 

Several local playwrights de¬ 
veloped the dramatic school 
which was the third development 
of the "Art Barn." and “Comedy 
in April." by John Copeland, giv¬ 
en at the Woman’s club house 
last Friday and Saturday by 
League members, was the first 
production under its efforts. 

In their proposal to the gov¬ 
ernment the City Council re¬ 
quests aid in paying the instruc¬ 
tors in each of these various 
classes of art development.

enters the business to defeat ex¬ 
ploitation.’’ 

He also explained the power of 
the labor party, which is highly 
organized . . . more so than in 
any other country. They could 
not have their political power 
unless they commended their 
platform to a majority of their 
citizens, and “they have the sup¬ 
port of professional and business 
men and women, of the Roman 
Catholic Church, of all tolerant 
people who wish to join in build¬ 
ing a country free from the ex¬ 
ploitation and inequalities of the 
past." There is practically no 
conservative party in Australia. 

“Against labor,” the Dean said, 
“is a combination of capilaists, 
communists, single taxers, and 
other small groups. When the la¬ 
bor government is ousted, the 
next government sometimes 
adopts almost every plank of the 
labor platform. One great ac¬ 
complishment was the Court of 
Counciliation and Arbitration pre¬ 
sided over by a great judge.” 

Dean Bode quoted from a re¬ 
port to the League of Nations 
on the work of the Court and its 
care for wages and working con¬ 
ditions. There is a basic wage 
below which no one can be paid, 
and the wage la raised according 
to skill, The common man is 
safe, there are no paupers, no 
peasants, and no proletariat. 

He quoted a recent writer on 
Australia, who says “Millionaires 
are scarce here, but really poor 
folk, are not only scarce, they 
are unknown in the land.” 

The humane policies of Aus¬ 
tralia were not the cause of the 
recent crisis, the speaker con¬ 
tinued. The American Annals of 
Political Science says: “The 
fundamental cause of the finan¬ 
cial crisis in Australia was not 
the false policy of Australia in 
the past, but the onslaught of a 
sudden disaster for which the
